closing the steady flow. Water en- 
croachment in a pmched-in small 
producer often is" so great it re- 
quires several days of pumping even 
after a single day shut down. The 
result is unprofitable production. I 
give them few weeks until they are 
abandoned if the situation contin- 
ues/' Pemne said. "Regardless of 
the cause that forced Prairie from 
the market, a crime has been com- 
mitted against the oil fraternity es- 
pecially the stripper operators who 
are perhaps the least able to take 
the rap.

Leaders Feel a Recovery 


Of Broad Proportions 


Ties in Offing. 


Stock Market Shakes Off 
Reactionary Tendencies 


'Early in Week.

NEW YORK. Jan. 3—(I. N. S.)— 


The usual attitude of confidence 
and bullishness that makes an ap- 
pearance in the early stages of a 
new year is not lacking as 1931 
nvikes Its debut. While the unfor- 
tunate results which have taken 
place in business and industry gen- 
erally throughout the past year have 
cau.;ed many, forecasters to temper 
their judgment as to the course" of 
events 
over the coming twelve 
raonths' period, there is an.over- 
whelming 
concensus of favorable 
opinion that a recovery of- perhaps 
far-reaching proportions lies in the 
offing. 


While most definite of the in- 
numerable 
prognostications 
that 


have come to light is revealed in 
the forecast of a leading statistical 
agency, which predicts that aggre- 
gate results for the first quarter of 
1931 will be better than those for 
the closing three months of 1930, 
substantially under the showing for 
the initial quarter of a year ago, 
it further goes on u> state that the 
second quarter of 1931 should be 
better than the first, but probably 
under the corresponding period of 
1930. with the result that, total cor- 
porate profits for the entire first 
half will not equal those for the 
similar 1930 months. 
Whether the second half year 


will show improvement over 
the 


first half, and over the closing six 
months of 1930 depend on several 
factors. First, the degree to which 
production and consumption are 
naturally readjusted; second, the 
restraint exerted against the inclin- 
ation to induce a premature revival 
through artificial means; and third, 
the degree of progress made in 
strengthening the position of agri- 
culture and in removing the serious 
barriers to foreign trade which at 
present confront the nation. 


Some Adverse Reports- 
In the meantime, business and 


the security markets will fie forced 
to digest a considerable number of 
decidedly adverse financial reports 
for 1930, but should the anticipated 
improvement in industry 
actually 


set in, these may come to be re- 
garded in the light of "water over 
the dam." 
The stock market shook off its 
reactionary tendencies early in the 
•week, and on Tuesday, bullish forces 
inaugurated 
a 
general advance 


which affected all sections of the 
list and resulted in a gain of ap- 
proximately 11 points in the Stand- 
ard Statistics' compilation of ninety 
composite stocks. There was gen- 
eral belief over recent weeks that 
the market was in a decidedly over- 
sold condition, but it was not until 
President Hoover's 
announcement 


early in the t~eek of the agreement 
by the four eastern trunk Ones on 
a scheme of consolidation, that buy- 
ing on an aggressive scale devel- 
oped. The carrier group was nat- 
urally the first to receive the at- 
tention of the constructive market 
leaders, b'-t in the following ses- 
sions speculative interest developed 
in leading industrials, utilities, oils, 
coppers, motors, and amusements, as 
well as a scattering of specialties. 
Final quotations on Saturday were- 
in the majority of issues at their 
best levels since the recovery from 
the 
December 17 break was ef- 


fected.

•when Henry'A. Cozier of Weeping 
Water, the notary public, admitted 
on the stand under the question- 
ing of the corporation's own attor- 
ney, that he had acknowledged sev- 
eral signatures without personally 
seeing the persons involved In six 
of the cases, he had seen either the 
husband or wife, but not both. "I 
•was given to understand that the 
signatures were valid and that it 
•would be all right if I acknowl- 
edged them," he said. 


Got Amount Asked. 


While Crozier was still on the

Saturday by C. B Steward, of the 
Nebraska Farm Bureau federation. 


Work -nil' start within the next 


few days, Mr. Steward 
said, to 


draw a oill for introduction in the 
legislature 
He indicated that this 


move would be one of the chief ac- 
tivities of the federation's officers 
in seeking relief for farmers at the 
coming session. 


Mr. Steward, however, plans to 


cooperate with the legislative com- 
mittee of the farmers' union which 
is seeking enactment of an income 
tax law in the state.- He indicated 
also that farmer groups would be 
active over the question of exemp- 
tions from the gasoline tax. New 
warehousing laws, worked out after 
conferences of all 
elevator 
and 
gram men in the state, both co- 
operative and private, are also de- 
sired by Steward 


Federal Decision. 


The proposal for a tax on butter 


substitutes is largely the result of 
a 
recent 
federal 
decision. Mr. 


Steward stated. 
The federal de- 
partment of internal revenue has 
ruled that butter substitutes col- 
ored by palm oil do not come under 
the act which taxes butter sub- 
stitutes when artificially colored. 


The opinion has some ground to 
stand on, according to Mr. Steward, 
as palm oil can be used in suffi- 
cient quantities as a natural com- 
ponent of the butter substitutes to 
f u r n i s h 
necessary 
coloring. 
It 


would thus seem, he admits, to be 
a natural rather than an artificial 
coloring 
Artificially colored sub- 
stitutes arc required to pay a 10 
cent per oound federal tax. 


Steward s proposal is to have Ne- 
braska enact a 15 cent per pound 
tax on all butter substitutes. 
His 


plan would permit deduction from 
this tax of the amount paid to the 
amount paid to the federal gov- 
emnient in'internal revenue taxes. 


Give Protection. 


This, he points out. would give 
the Nebraska dairymen some pro- 
tection from the influx of cheap 
butter substitutes and still equalize 
conditions between the various sub- 
stitutes. The substitutes 
colored 
with palm oil would pay a 15 cent 
tax here. Others substitutes would 
pay the federal government a 10 
cen tax and the state government 
a five cent tax.

Steward, says is rendered 
more 


acute by the fact that it is ad- 
nutted to this country tariff Iree. 
"It is ruining our butter market,"' 
he declared Saturday "There is no 
surplus of butter. But there is a 
surplus of cheap substitutes which 
can be marketed at excessive prof- 
it at a figure below what butter 
can be produced for." 
Most of the palm oil comes from 
Java and Sumatra, according: to 
Mr Steward, although, small quan- 
tities come from the Philippines 
and Hawaii.

The letter was addressed to P. E. 


Crowley, New York Central; Daniel 
Willardj Baltimore & Ohio; W. W. 
Atterbury, Pennsylvania, and J. J. 
Bernet, Chesapeake & Ohio. 


Next Move Up to Railroads. 


The next moye is up to the rail- 


roads and probably will be in the 
form of a formal 
application for 


authority to take over the lines that 
have been alloted to the various 
systems. 


As they will be required to set 


forth in great detail the terms and 
conditions under which they pro- 
pose to acquire these roads, it prob- 
ably will be weeks before such an 
application can be prepared for sub- 
mission. 


When it finally reaches the com- 


mission it is sure to meet with vio- 
lent opposition, particularly in con- 
gress.

78. Had he lived until tomorrow he 
would have achieved his seventy- 
ninth birthday, but at an early hour 
this morning it became obvious to 
his physicians that his moments 
were numbered. 


Fifteen times during the last night 


of his liic Joffre's condition gave 
alarm. Finally, -at 6 a. m., the last 
rites of the church were administ- 
ered, and his family summoned to 
the bediide. 
Touching Deathbed Scene. 


Stoically brave, Mme. Joffre re- 


ceived word that the end was near, 
dressed hurriedly and went to the 
side of her dying husband'. Gath- 
ered about the bed were members 
of his family and his closest friends, 
all of them grizzled veterans of 
bloody combats. 
At 8.23 a. m., the great heart 
stopped beating, aind the marshal 
breathed his last. So faint had been 
the spark of life during the preced- 
ing forty-five hours that physicians 
alaced stethoscopes on his chest to 
make absolutely certain that the 
marshal's brave fight was actually 


A moment later the bells of the

British Women Add 


To Tobacco Revenue 


LONDON. Jan. 3—(I. N. S.)— 


Customs and excise department 
statistics for the 
financial 
year 


1929-30 show tobacco revenue in- 
creased $18,500,000 over the p*evi- 
ous year. On the other hand, li- 
quor tax receipts dropped substan- 
tially, mainly due to the fact that 
less spirit* were consumed. 
' 


Nearly (315,000.000 were taken In 
tobacco taxes. The heavy increase 
is attributed to increased smoking 
among women. Pipe tobacco con- 
sumption increased, indicating the 
males of the country arc going back 
to the pipe. 
Beer taxes yielded $5.000,000,000 


more, but receipts from spirits 
dropped nearly $15.000,000. 
An increase of nearly $3,500,000 


from the entertainment tax is as- 
cribed to the 
popularity of 
the" 
talkies and the fact that they have; 
won matiy thousands more people 
to the movies. Entertainment tax 
yielded nearly $35.000,000. 


Financial Commission Recommends 


Fewer and Better Chinese Taxe: 


SHANGHAI. Jan. 3—Fei»er and 


better taxes for China are recom- 
mended in a report on revenue pol- 
icy submitted to the national gov- 
ernment by the American Kern- 
merer commission of financial ex- 
perts. 
The report points out that the 


Chinese taxpayer has little or no 
comprehension of the use of taxes 
as a contribution to the expense 
of maintaining: essential public ser- 
vices, while public servants in 
China are similarly unacquainted 
with this fact. 
Among the taxes named by the 
report as highly harmful to China's- 
trade and prosperity is "likin," or 
the Internal transit tax, which it 
is hoped may be reduced and ulti- 
mately 
abandoned, other taxes 
whose abandonment is urged in- 
clude native customs duties, coast 


trade duty, and export duties on 
goods shipped from one Chines; 
port to another. 
On the other hand the report 


finds that this reduction need not 
have an unfavorable cffec tupon 
revenue, since it is feasibl eto se- 
lect commodities "which can readily 
bear higher rates if repeated levies 
are eliminated and if only a com- 
paratively small number of such 
commodities are taxed." 


C««nw€ry Taxat'on. 


Considering the subject of taxa- 
tion from the 
point of view of 


equity and balance as among the 
various classes who actually bear 
the weight of taxes, it is pointed 
out'that China relies largely upon 
commodity taxation and that other 
countries would supplement this 
by stressing income and inherit- 
ance taxes, but the commission

The last semblance of real oppo- 
sition to the revolutionary junta was 
removed when the eunboat Pan- 
quiaco. whose crew had remained 
loyal to Arosemena. surrendered ui 
Colon harbor following the desertion 
of Captain Manuel Jimenez. The 
vessel was taken over by Colon po- 
lice.

Prepare for Icy Streets. 


The wise motorist has his skid 


chains ready and all worn links re- 
paired before freezing weather sets 
m Broken links in non-skid chains, 
which are now needed to aid tne 
traction on icy streets, leave a poi- 
tion of the tread exposed and make 
possible a dangerous skid if the 
unprotected area is against the 
pavement when brakes are applied 


Frequent Change of Oil m 


Wintertime. 


No matter how much caution one 


ubcs in starting, the oil in the 
crankcase should be drained and 
leplaced with fresh oil more often 
m winter 
A heavier carbure'oi 


mixture and more frequent use o£ 
the choke will cause dilution, even 
if• everything else is done properlv. 
Therefore the oil should be replaced 
about every 500 miles This should 
be slightly thinner oil than the kmd 
used 
in summer, for 
the 
cold 


weather will tend to thicken it and 
make starting harder. Excess use 
of the choke causes some of the gai 
to seep down the cylinder walls into 
the crankcase There the fuel mix- 
ing with the lubricating oil, will 
thin the oil and make it less effec- 
tive. The cylinder walls will he- 
come scored and the piston, cam 
and crankshaft bearings will be left 
almost unprotected 


Lfficicnt Battery Necessary During 


Winter Months. 


The battery must be kept in a 


well charged condition during the 
winter months Cold weather makes 
heavy demand on the battery and 
lequires that the ignition system 
be in good working condition. Cold 
engines are stiff and require a 
powerful starting effort and cor- 
respondingly heavy discharge of 
current from the battery Cars are 
also left standing for longer periods 
with the lights supplied by the bat- 
tery. If a battery freezes the plates 
will be damaged Fortunately 
a 


battery is likely to freeze only fhen 
it is in a discharged condition, and 
the solution has 
become weak 


Sometimes 
cable 
terminals 
are 


badly corroded; spark plug points 
worn too far apart. This shoald 
be remedied without delay, as be- 
sides causing hard starting, it seri- 
ously lowers the efficiency of the 
battery. 


Protect Body Finish From 


Winter Weather. 


Saving the highly polished finish 
of a cai from winter depreciation 
comes as a special challenge to mo- 
torists at this time of the year. Wa- 
ter absorption by the body finish 
and the resulting disintegration cf 
the paint pigments will quickly ae- 
ciease the resale value of any auto- 
mobile. Polishing the car with a 
light coat of wax prevents 
the 


absorption of moisture from ram 
arid melting snow, since the wax 
excludes water from entering vbe 
pores of the finish. Use a small 
amount of polishing wax on a sofc 
cloth for the car. after all surface 
dirt has been washed off and this 
will form a tough protective film 
which wards off -water, grit and 
dust An extra rubbing with a solt 
cloth after the wax has been al- 
lowed a few minutes to set secures' 
a rich burnished sheen, even if the 
original paint job was somewhat 
shabby.

done by stamping, incising, paddle- 
marking, cord-marking and finger- 
marking.

Find Charred Corn. 


Little of purely artistic or orna- 
mental material has appeared. 
A 


bone pendant with the design of a 
cross cut in the center attracted 
interest as did also a bear tooth. 
Alloyed copper objects found in the 
top layers of the deposits on Plum 
island are considered to indicate a 
contact through trade 
with the 


French fur-traders and the Indians 
of the Illinois valley. 
That the prehistoric Indians on 
Plum Island were not mereiy iiunt- 
efs and fishermen was indicated by 
the finding of samples of parched 
and charred corn Found with the 
chaned corn 
were 
remains 
of 
shredded bark and twigs, curiously 
criss-crossed and bedded, showing 
clearly that the corn was roasted 


Not only have the archaeologists 


of the University of Illinois been 
busy this summer 
in "bringing 


back to life" Indians of centimes 
ago by the excavation and explora- 
tion of the village site at Utica, 
but they have been compiling in- 
formation about prehistoric man in 
other parts of the state, particular- 
ly among the Illinois side of tnn 
Wabash river. 


Sees Future World 


Surrounded by Moons 


LONDON. Jan 
3—(I. N S) — 


World inhabitants of the far fu- 
ture will live on an earth surround- 
ed by little moons, giving moon- 
light all night long, according to 
Sir James Jeans, eminent British 
mathematician and astronomer. 
The rings round Saturn, Sir 
James said in a radio broadcast 
talk here, consist of millions and 
millions of tiny moons, which »vcrc 
believed to be broken fragments of 
a large moon 


"In the far future our own moon 
must inevitably be 
drawn closer 


and closer to the earth until it

same fate," he said.

statistics completed for the first 
half of the government's year, re- 
ceipts down $223,000.000 and costs 
up $105,000.000. Uncle Sam started 
down the home stretch, fiscal per- 
iod, headed for a deficit estimated 
at $180,000.000 on June 30. 


The net result of the business and 


agricultural depression might be 
summed up as represented by $224,- 
500.000. Customs recepts of $201,- 
000.000 under the July-December 
period of 1929. Miscellaneous inter- 
nal revenue amounted to .1295,371,- 
300. a drop of $23,000.000. There 
was' an increase of $20.000,000 to 
$55,004.500 in the postal deficit while 
the federal board expected $80,556,- 
700 in relief measures. 


These reductions in receipts and 


in creases in expenditures were at- 
tributed to the depression. 


Individual annd corporation taxes 


totaled $1.107300.000 for the half 
year, a reduction of $78.000,000. 
However, that v.'as due to the 1 per 
cent-reduction in the normal rate, 
since the effect of the business re- 
cession on these taxes will not be 
felt until March, when returns on 
1930. incomes we due. 


Decline in March Anticipated. 


. Last year March collection was 
$601.000,000. Just what it will be this 
year is difficult to forecast because 
of the doubt as to the curtailment of 
income taxable by the federal gov- 
ernment, resulting from the depres- 
s'on. The loss, however, will be ex- 
tremely heavy, experts anticipated. 
In addition to facing heavy re-

Science Award With 


Gamma Ray.

Creation of artificial radium rays, 
known as Gamma rays, today won 
the annual $1,000 award of .the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science for Dr. M. A. 
Tuve. head of the terrestrial mag- 
netism depar;ment at Carnegie in- 
stitute. Washington, and his assist- 
aitA, R. L. Halstad and O. Dahl. 


Technical 
description 
of 
the 


method by which Gamma rays were 
first produced artificially was made 
in a paper by Dr. Tuve at the 
eighty-seventh annual convention 
of the scientific body which closed 
here last night. The award is made 
annually to the authpr of a note- 
worthy scientific contribution pK- 
sented at the convention. 


It was the third time in the last 


eight years that the- prize has been 
awarded to a physicist. 


Production of Gamma rays arti- 


ficially was started - several years 
ago by Dr. Gregory Breit of New 
York university nd Dr. Tuve, then 
his assistant. 


Largest Ever Made. 


A gigantic ' transformer, capable 


of delivering 9.000,000 volts and a 
super" X-ray tube, made to utilize 
an electric potential of 2,000,000 
volts, were constructed by the ex- 
perimenters.

The Indigo 


Bunting 


By Miss Carrie Jacobs 


The Indigo Bunting or indigo bird 


as it usually is called seems to 
stand alone in more.than one way. 
It is one of the few blue birds that 
we have in this country, the blue 
jay and blue-bird being "other com- 
mon ones. 
This dark blue plumage makes it 
stand alone in its own family of 
sparrows or finches for except the 
red bird and goldfinch there are 
very few of them that are brightly, 
colored. 
Although not in size, in 
actions it differs from the other 
sparrows. 
When we name seven co'ors of 
the rainbow we put the indigo be- 
tween the blue and violet, but as 
it is a very dark blue there is no 
need for this name being used. The 
color is most often seen in the 
bluing used to blue the water in 
rinsing our clothes when they are 
washed. This bluing used to be 
called indigo. 
This bird is % dark indigo blue all 
over except its dull black wings and 
tail, and even these have blue quills. 
This blue is changeable and depends 
on the light that falls on the bird. 
It may look like light blue or even 
green, and in a shadow at, a dis- 
tance it is really taken for black. 
The father bird is as brignt and 
easily seen as an oriole or tanager. 
It belongs in the list of brilliant 
colored birds as well as in the list 
of the few blue ones. He docs not 
try to hide for he knows he can- 
not. He perches high when he 
•sings either on a telephone wire or 
on the top of a tree. He reaches 
the treetop by climbing step by 
step, from branch to branch, sel- 
dom by cine flight and sings as be 
goes. 
The indigo bird may not be called 
a fine singer but it has a real song, 
although a kind of monotonous 
warble with very litUe melody, real- 
ly none, onJy short notes oflcn re- 
peated. Its song begins loud and 
fast, and gets slower and softer as 
it goes on to the end. stopping any- 
where as though it kept on as long 
as its breath lasted and then quit. 
In about half a minute it begins 
again as loud as before. This it 
keeps up during May, June, July 
and August, at morning, noon and 
evening when few other birds are 
heard except retfbirds, chits and 
towhees. 


But how about the. mother bird? 
Yes, we must, look for something 
different She may be and often 
is taken for a sparrow, but her back 
is not streaked. Just a plain bluish 
gray brown and her underparts src 
much lighter with faint brownish 
streaks that are not easily .ten. 
The young birds look like the 
mother and are not dark blue until 
4J5«y are two or three Tears old. 
In the fall the faUwr bird looks 
somewhat like them only with a 
blijcT tinge, 
The nest is jsolidly made of 
Brasses, leaves and w»ed bark and 
lined with rootlets and long horse

Hec- 
ords, he stated, once located the 
Nemaha close to the foot of the 
pAsent cliffs, far higher in earlier 
days. Hood changes moved the 
nver and the later channel was 
abandoned for the drainage canal 
now in use. Mr. Blackman discov- 
ered a glyph, a carved pictograph 
of almost child-like design, which 
he said was presumably a tracing 
by a race earlier than the Indians. 
Table Sock's earlier residents told 
of ruins 
of which they 
had 
.heard that are thought to have 
been of pre-Indian origin. 


Mr. Atkinson has prepared a 
story of tbe legend of the table-rock 
in the park, winch gave the Pawnee 
county town its name It gives the 
legendery background of the rock 
chffs and the valleys in the days 
.when the Red men roamed freely 
there, and teHs of a love story of 
the Omaha and Otoe tribes, rovers 
of the Nemaha and Missouri val- 
leys hundreds of years ago. 
Indian Love Story. 


Late in the fall, twenty warriors 


of the Otoe tribe, whose perman- 
ent camp was in the shadow of the 
Table Bock bluffs, accompanied by 
their chieftain, 
laton 
(Prairie 


Wolf), and the loner's son, Kataw 
(Spotted. Turtle) started northward 
on a hunting tup 'for furs- and 
meats. The" younger Tsraves, the 
squaws, and the chieftain's comely 
daughier, a princess of her tribe, 
Tar.ria.Trje, remained in the camp. 


After several -weeks of wandering, 
the hunting band drew near 
the 


hunting fields of the Omahas, who 
probably inhabited th§ present "Big 
KemahV territory and whose more 
or less permanent ctonp site "was 
near the present Plattsmonth. The 
Omahas had observed the coming 
of the Otoes and early one morning 
surprised the Otoe camp. 


Chief laton and his warriors 
made their stand, and, though far 
outnumbered, fought through, the 
day. Although the chief and a few 
of his braves were still defiant at 
noon, his son and two other Otoes 
"wore gone, lying helplessly in thongs 
behind tbe Omaha warriors. 
Saved Tonne- Brave. 


As the sun drew high, the Om- 
aha's and. tbe three captives re- 
turned to their^rimp and tihwr 
chief. Macbotoga (Big Bear). He 
determined that the three Otoes 
should die, but came Hocato (White 
Standing Antlers, son of the chief 
and his pride, and asted why Kn- 
taw, a mere stripling, should e 
sacrificed, when he might become 
a proud brave of the Omahas- 
Sis pleas won tbe tribe and the 
chief, -who placed, the youngster, son 
of the Otoe chieftain, in tbe cus- 
today of the Omaha orave. Through- 
out the remainder of the faH and 
the winter, the two ranged and 


hunted side by side. The fear and j 
hatred of tbe Otoe youth for his 
Omaha captor gradually turned into 
high regard and a shy affection. 


As time passed, he told the Om- 


aha brave stones of his own camp 
and of the sister he had left in the 
tepees of his people. The Omaha 
warrior yearned to see the Indian 


maiden of the south whose charms 
were so well mentioned by hei 
brother. 


Earlv in the spring, the Omaha, 


determined to woo the maid of the 
enemy camp, sent the captive Otoe 
boy. with a few Omahas, on an er- 
rand to his home ramp. At the last 
moment, he decided to go himself. 


After days of trekking and pad- 


olmg, -the Indians came to a knoll 
a short 
distance from the Otoe 
camp 
Broad \vaters la\ between, 


and the Nemaha. now 
swollen bv 
heavy rams, stretched rough and 
wide from

La Belle France, the nation of modern times whose 


history is filled with so many amazing contradictions, 
heaped all of her love and adulation upon two mili- 
tary leaders—one of whom served her during the 
hours of a golden dream of world domination—the 
other the rock upon which she threw her shell- 
shocked, fear-benumbed body in her hour of greatest 
peril. 


Napoleon and Joffre! 
The one led his legions through Europe through a 


series of magnificent military triumphs, while behind 
him a country's enthusiasm and zeal was fanned to 
new heights as the little Corsican drove all opposi- 
tion before him; uie other, calm, stoical and resolute, 
hurled back an enemy which had upset all previous 
calculations of the general staff "and was pouring 
down across the plains of France to knock at tne 
doors of the capital. 


A hundred years from now which name will evoke 


the most reverential memories in the breasts of the 
French people? In history, the heroic'-story of but 
one great defensive battle has been perpetuated by 
all the peoples of the earth and whenever mention of 
it is made, the pulse beats just a bit faster and the 
imagination soars to new heights. It has been the 
conqueror to whom the lion's share of enduring fame 
has gone. The epics of courage and valor have been 
woven around those who won ,and not around men 
who fought to save then countries" from subjugation. 
It is the names of Attilla. of Alexander, of Caesar, 
and Napoleon which have come down through the 
years. 
, 
. . .

To France, however, "Papa" Joffre is particularly 


dear. The name which the nation bestowed upon him 
reveals the full measure of their affection. He was 
"Papa" to the soldiers who were inspired by his lead- 
ership, who fought and diod for him on the thun- 
dering battlefields of the Marne. He was. "Papa" to 
the anxious women and the frightened children far 
removed from the hideous roar of cannon. He was 
"Papa" to old men, too weak and feeble to fight at 
the front, but who unconsciously turned to him for 
reassurance and comfort. 


Joffre, was a boy when Bismarck crushed France 


in a brief spectacular campaign in 1870, capturing 
Paris in three months, and compelling her to give 
up the two "lost provinces" and to pay an enormous 
indemnity. He resolved it should never happen again. 
Three years before the outbreak of, the World war 
he was placed in charge of the French armies to ef- 
fect a complete re-organization. -He had practically 
completed it when Von Moltke swept down through 
Belgium. But even Joffre, planning a defense should 
history threaten to repeat itself, did not estimate the 
rapid advance of the German armies. He was caught 
unprepared for the emergency to which he had ad- 
dressed his life's efforts. 


Generally military experts agree that the First Bat- 


tle of the Mame was won by one of Joffre's staff 
members. The Germans had overrun themselves and 
one flank was exposed to attack. General Gallieni, 
•who later was to become embroiled in a bitter con- 
troversy with the grand old commander-in-chief, 
struck swiftly and the German drive was broken. 
* • • 


It is not for military genius that France remem- 


bers Joffre. 


With Clernenceau he put heart into a. country ra- 


pidly succumbing to an epidemic of defeatism raging 
behind the lines. He revived broken spirits, imbued 
his nation with fresh confidence and courage, re- 
awakened a determination tc fight desperately and 
valiantly. He had none of that superb boldness which 
enabled Napoleon to turn defeat into victory on two 
different occasions, and 
to 
win many 
victories 


through the elements of surprise attacks. Technic- 
ally many of the maneuvers which he directed during 
his campaign were subjected to withering criticism. 
But what he lacked in these respects were offset by 
a thorough knowledge of the people fighting under 
him and against him. He knew his armies and he 
knew his enemy. He had a bulldog's heart. He was 
the man equipped by nature to calm the nerves of the 
impetuous, high-strung, emotional Trench nation and 
he did it so thoroughly that all those whose mem- 
ories ar« filled with recollections of the fateful hours 
of the Marne battles will worshiD his name. 


The death of Joffre adds another name to the list 


of men who played heroic roles in the world wpr. 
who have answered the final summons. Only a few 
remain, although it seems but yesterday that Europe 
was locked in a mad struggle. They will bury Joffre 
in France in the soil he loved with the full devotion 
of his heart. From the skies, the stars will look down 
upon his grave, listening to the requiem sung to the 
soul of a great man.

An net should be passed to restore 
these counties to the February 1, limit along-wlth 
the rest of the state so that all cars will be properly 
licensed within a month of the beginning of the new 
yr>ar or subject to proper penalty. 


PREMATURE BURIAL. 


One day last week it was reported that the last 


show boat, "French's New Sensation." was to b« dis- 
mantled at Mound City, III. "Finis" was written to 
the presentation of melodramas on the boats which 
moved from one port to another along the Missis- 
sippi and its tributaries. 


This story, however, brought forth the information 


that news writers were in too much of a hurry in 
burying the business. Not only are the show boats 
still in operation but they are entertaining larger 
crowds now than ever before. 


The popularity of the business today is explained 


by a Chicago theatrical agent as due to interest 
stimulated by Edna Ferber's book "Show Boat." 


"That book," he explains, "made going to boat 


shows a fad for the 'swells' and put the business back" 
on its feet again. It used to be that only 'darkies' 
and 'river people' were the patrons of the boats. Now 
the 'swells' go to see 'Lena Rivers,' 'Ten Nights in a 
Barroom' and those shows at which they would havev 
turned up their noses in the old days." 


The stock company is another example of a busi- 


ness that has been killed and buried time and time 
again by those who are in contact with only local 
conditions. Few Nebraskans realize how popular 
these traveling theatrical troupes continue in this 
state at the present time. They seldom play in the 
larger towns. Their productions are not advertised, 
except in the smaller places where they show and 
their offerings are never reviewed by the dramatic 
critics. 


Some of these companies, however, return to the 


same towns year after year. They may present the 
same productions every year but more often a play 
is presented about every third year. The old favor- 
ites, however, never fail to please. The cracks which 
drew laughs thirty and forty years ago don't have 
to be altered very much in order to bring down the 
crowds of today. 


Those who aren't in touch with the life outside 


their own metropolitan community, however, are apt 
to think that the good old days of the "show boat," 
the "stock company" or of some other phase of life 
has disappeared. A little investigation often would 
disclose tnat the old business, practice or type of life • 
not only exists but is healthier than ever before in 
some of the-smaller communities. 


GOOD HETURNS FROM FABLED BANKS. 


The showing of 7% million dollars paid to deposi- 


tors of a large number of failed banks in Nebraska 
during the Weaver administration a remarkable one, 
considering that the guaranty fund became bankrupt 
several years ago and has yielded nothing in the last 
two years to reimburse bank creditors. 
Practically- 


all this money came from the disposal' of assets be- 
longing- to the banks whose creditors received it. 


Such a record will stand as a monument to the out- 


going regime. It is infinitely better than was ever 
made under the old system of individual receiver- 
ships. The guaranty fund commission, when it came 
into existence in 1923, improved the system of hand- 
ling failed banks' assets, speeding up the processes of 
collection and lessening the cost. Since the law was 
enacted in 1929 abolishing the commission an'd put- 
ting all receiversh'Ds into the hands of the state com- 
merce department to administer, further, progress has 
been made in that direction. 


Including the successful work done in reorganizing 


43 banks that had closed their doors and enabling 
them to resume business on a solvent footing, the 
Weaver administration has to its.credit a sum total 
in practical achievement for the relief of depositors 
that has probably never been equalled to any pre- 
vious period of two years. Certainly, the'patrons of 
failed banks have every reason to feel appreciative 
of what has been done for them in a very trying time. 


It remains to be seen whether any other scheme 


that may be proposed for helping depositors to get 
back at least a portion of what is due them will work 
anything like as well as the means now being em- < 
ployed to that end.

A W1NDOW1ESS FACTORY. 


After several years of agitation for development of 


industrial buildings with adequate window space to 
give light and sunshine to workers, the nation may 
well sit up with interest at reports of eastern papers 
that a windowless factory, will be built. 


The structure, to be erected at Fitchburg, Mass., is 


the first exponent of a new theory of health factory 
buildings. The theory behird its design is that win- 
dows furnish poor lighting effects because of the 
constant, changes of light during the day, because 
they become dirty and because of the cross-lighting 
resulting from windows and artificial lights. 


Within this windowless factory, artificial lighting 


designed to relieve eye strain and to protect vision is 
planned. Hand in hand with the radical shift in 
lighting planning will come innovations in ventilation. 


The proposal presents an interesting possibility for 


consideration by those interested in vorker health. ' 


Incidentally, the building was planned for imme- 


diate erection because the corporation interested feels 
that the turn from the economic depression has been 
made and that its productive capacity will be needed 
shortly.

A 
more fantastic hiding place for the 
real reason could1 not have been 
found. It would be a strange char- 
acter who carried' any animosities 
to such a tomb and a stranger one

sible. The sentiment out of which 
the memorial to the unknown man 
arose selected an abstraction of in- 
dividual loss and sacrifice. The nub 
of it was that the man had died 
even as to the records of his army 
and the annals of his country. 
Whatever palliation there might 
have been, in the preservation .of his 
identity in death was taken out of 
this picture of war. Thus it was 
intended to symbolize the ultimate 
sacrifice. It lacked' that renown 
which might envelop a memorial to 
a person known by military deeds. 
Sensitive people might have various 
emotions at such a tomb, but it 
would be a strange person who 
found there that he liked war more 
or other peoples less. 
The real reason for the discoun- 
tenancing of the 
ceremonial is 


found in the pacifist determination 
to accord no attention or honor to 
participants in a war if they can 
turn aside from it. 
The British 
government at present is suffiently 
attached to these pacifist ideas as 
to yield to such an insistence. The 
American government, evidently, is 
sufficiently attached to any British 
government to follow it along such 
lines. 


If either government had said 
that there was a disposition to 
make a display of egotisms at the 
tombs and that this was unworthy 
of the symbol, it would have been 
on different ground. -It would not 
have required international agree- 
ment to stop that. The ceremony 
could have been restricted to occa- 
sions worthy of the memorial, but 
then the rule would not have the 
background or the intent which it 
now has. 


It is discreditable that the United 
States government should enter in- 
ternational negotiations to deter- 
mine how and when it -will permit 
an act of respect to be paid a 
memorial to individual sacrifice in 
the service of the 
people who 
quickly forget. 


Asia and World Depression. 


<Chicago Tribune) 
Silas Strawn, who spent tC year 
in China in 1925-26 as American 
delegates on the international com- 
mission for treaty revision, calls 
attention to an important but little 
emphasized aspect of world depres- 
sion. Speaking to the American 
Chamber of Commerce in Paris Mr. 
Strawn pointed to the collapse of 
the Chinese and India markets be- 
cause of international turmoil. "As 
a result," said Mr. Strawn, 'the 
people in these countries are starv- 
ing. I think if these countries were 
stable they would be able to con- 
sume all we produce and thereby 
eliminate the economic crisis from 
which we are suffering." 


Inasmuch as.the people of China 
alone constitute about a fourth of 
the inhabitants of the globe, and 
are, moreover, a people of great 
consuming possibilities and in great 
need of the products of industrial- 
ized nations, their importance as a 
factor in world economy is plain. 
As the Tribune has repeatedly re- 
marked, there is hardly anything in 
our external relations which could 
be more substantially profitable 
than the establishment of order in 
China. With assured peace in thao 
country Chinese industry and in- 
telligence would socn create funds 
necessary to internal development 
and trade on a huge scale, and in- 
dustrial and commercial America 
is in the strongest position to take 
advantage of the increasing de- 
mands of this great market. We 
have the capital and the commodi- 
ties which are required for China's 
progress. We are neighbors across 
the Pacific. And we have such ad- 
vantages as may be derived from 
many years cf friendly relations 
and our freedom from any sus- 
picion of political exploitation. Our 
interests are, in fact, complemen-

One of the best 
and most graphic accounts of the 
disastrous effects of the World war 
on the morality of troops, officers 
and auxiliary forces is contained in 
a book entitled "A Brass Hat in No 
Man's Land," by General Crozier, a 
distinguished British general. It is 
a grim and ghastly record. It is 
equally 
indisputable that black 


sheep will be found in any body of 
men. whether civilian or military, 
numbering millions in its personnel. 


But authors and dramatists who 
paint these millions in nothing but 
black colors are traducers whose 
testimony is self condemned.

, The Children's Charter. 


(New York Times.) 


The bill introduced by the British 


minister of education, in the midst 
of the World war, has been called 
"The Children's Charter." But the 
program enacted under it is not 
comparable in its concern for the 
child with that adopted last Satur- 
day by the white house conference. 
To be sure, this American "Chil- 
dren's Charter',' is only a statement 
of what should be done by public 
and private agencies; but. -with so 
authoritative 'and powerful A senti- 
ment behind it, the childhood of 
this country is assured such under- 
standing of its needs and protection 
of its "rights'' as earlier generations 
have not knovn. 


Of the eighteen provisions, at 
least naif have to do directly with 
the child's health, and an addi- 
tional one is concerned with the 
care of the mother during the pre- 
natal and post-natal periods. Every 
child should have all of these health 
protections: periodical health exam- 
inations: dental examinations and 
care: instruction in health and 
safety from accidents: protection 
from communicable diseases: proper 
sleeping rooms, diet and hours of 
sleep and play: proper seating. 
lighting, ventilation and sanitation 
of the schools; adequate facilities 
for play, play being one of its in- 
alienable rights in the pursuit of 
happiness; and protection against 
"labor that stunts growth, either 
physical or mental, that limits edu- 
cation, that deprives children of 
the rights of comradeship, of joy 
and play." Other provisions assert 
every child's right to some form of 
religious, moral and character train- 
tne. to "the feeling that at is en- 
titled to a home" and to special 
(training 
3f handicapped, and 
to 
support if a waif or orphan. 


It is emphasized that all these 
obligations must be met by local 
units—district, county or commu- 
nity—Jn- a eo-ordmated statewide 
program, the federal JrcrvcrnmentV;

Control for one 
purpose and not for the other is 
not m harmony with .the avowed 
intention of congress to regulate 
radio communication fo rthe best 
interests of the many. 


Problems Cp To Broadcasters. 
Clearly the/ commission cannot 
set itself up as an arbiter of morals 
or entertainment but where the pro- 
ducts advertised have been proved 
harmful to the public before a com- 
petent tribunal, it would seem that 
there is a prima facie case upon 
which the commission, might as- 
sume jurisdiction. 


"The question might be simpli- 


fied by organized effort on the part 
of the broadcasters," suggested Mr. 
Scharfield. "They are the ones most 
vitally interested and it -would seem 
the logical ones to prevent improper 
advertising and other practices. 
Some headway along this Jine has 
been made by groups of broadcasters 
in several cities, but there has been 
no comprehensive national effort 
to formulate and abide by a code 
of advertising standards."'

Habits of Work. 


D. D.: The complaint is often 


made of exceptionally bright chil- 
dren that they are not thorough in 
their work, that they are lazy and 
careless. 


It is true that children who rate 


high on.psychological examinations 
occasionally do rather shockingly 
inferior work. The answer lies in 
most instances in the fact that'from 
the very beginning they have found 
school work to be too easy. During 
the years when work habits were 
being formed they were bored by 
the slow rate of progress, the many 
drills and repetitions, which while 
necessary for the slower children, 
caused them to be bored and dis- 
interested. 


The cure for the bad work habits 


often found in the superior child 
is to give him more work of the 
sort that will challenge his interest 
and require him to make an effort. 
Parents can do much to stimu- 
late the interest of such children by 
providing them especially interest- 
ing books to read and encouraging 
all hobbies, the pursuit of scientific 
interests and the study of music or 
other outside subjects.

aughter's heart. 
The Indian princess crept from 


ber wigwam early in the morning 
;o the tryst. The two met on the 
bluffs near the 'table rock. How- 
iver, the 
princess was suddenly 
;hrust aside, and an angry chief 
confronted the Omaha brave. The 
Omaha was challenged, and in a 
moment both were in mortal com- 
bat. 


Their mad fighting had brought 
them to the brink of the bluffs 
above the churning waters. Gath- 
ering himself for a final attack, the 
Omaha youth leaped 
high, and 


slipped on the treacherous rock. 
Poised for a moment, his body tot- 
:ered on the edge of the cliff, before 
it shot into the roaring mist- Even 
as the Otoe maiden 
beheld her 


;over 
sucked into the waters, she 


leaped into the torrent to die in his 
arms. 


Nemaha, or "Troubled 
Waters," 
las been the name that has come 
the present Nebraska for this 
stream, and its turbulent floods 
caused the removal of Table Rock 
Trom the low lands nearer the 
bluffs.
